Intest Shanghai papers to hand, had. taken 
up hig quartora at the Hotel des Colonies at 
Shanghai, conducted, we hear, the nogatia- 
tiona on behalf of Franco. In tho mean- 
time 3 few notes om Tonqnin may “bo 
interesting: Actually very little relia. 
ble information has bean published of 
the resources of that country and of the 
Chineso provinces of which it is tho outlet. 
Tk is genorally understood thut the Red 
River ia navigable fur boats of light draft 
‘for about two hundred iniles inland. In 
Yunnan the river is quite impracticable at 
all times of the year. From Laokai, which is 
tho Black Flags’ head-quartera on the 
borders of Yunnan and Tonquin, duwa to 
about half the way tv Hanoi the navigation 
is impedod by sand banks, rocks and rapids, 
tho -river being thus rendered: uniavigable 
from November till March, expect for 
boats of 4 tons. Thence to Hanoi steam 
Jaunches and beats of four feet draught can 
ply at all times. The riclnesa of the Ton- 
quin delta lies, so far as ascertained, . in 
its soil, which is of great fertility, thanks to 
the sedimaut deposited by the river. Me. 
Colquhoun. wrote thus of this part.of the 
country :— 

Leaving the sea beard country, it im- 
proves rapidly, the lands next the sea being 
effected by the salt water, The Proviuess 
of Namdinh, Haidzvong and Hanvi present 
an aspect of grosb agricultural wealth. 
The principal staplo is rice, of which there 
aro annually two crops, At the time of my 
visit the second crop was being planted, and 
greén paddy gave afresh took to tho country. 
‘The inundation altered the aspect cumplete- 
ly. The. principal cultivation beyond the 
rice consists of the castor oil plant, niul- 
berry, Gotton, sngut-cane, plantains, aweot- 
potatoca, and various vegetables and fruits 
planted round villages and hamiets. Agrivul- 
furalproductsare of two einds; oneis rice for 
food and export, and the. other glutinous 
rice for sacrifices, gifts, pastry and iman- 
ufactura of the sole liquor. Large, areas 
lowar down in the Delta produce sugar cane, 
‘but tho speciesis inferior. Isis proposed o 
introduce from Java s, kind called lett :, 
which thrives in Froneh Cochin-China. Con- 
siderable quantities are exported to Hong-. 
kong, where one refinery conducted by a 
leading firm in China, produces 150 tons 
daily, the sugar coming «fram § vatow, 
Cantor and Tonguin. Silx is produce t large- 
ly, but the quality ts poor and fetch 5 but a 
Yow prico, owing ty the unskilful wading of 
the cocoons, and the silk-worms being 
reared on dwarf mulberry. Maize is the 
only cultivation where rico. cannot thrive. 
Tonquin connot boast of any -speciality or 
delicacy of fruits. A plentifn] varioty exists 
of-tha sorts common .in sduthern China.

MURDER OF AN ENGLISHWOMAN 
AT MACAO. 

News of a sad and-shockiny crime hag 
reached here from Macao. This morning, 
on tho arrival of the Bongkung, Canton and 
Macao Steamboat Company's steamer I hite 
Cloud, Captain ‘A. Benning, it was made 
known that the dend body of the wife of Mr

opinion that death was caused by auffeca- 
tion, All the organs were in order, and 
the knife wounds were not sufficient to 


have caused death, “Tho doctors are also 
of opinion that the wounds an the throat 
could not have ‘beon selfintliotod, and 


48 hours before it was discovered. If thia 
be currect, the murder must have been 
committed en Tresday morning, so that 
the marderers had abundance of tine to 
get away before any alata was raised. 
Who these ara, of course, it is impossible 
to say with cortainly, but beyond doubt 
tho missing servants must be’ implicated in’ 
the committal of the crime. Mra Wood 
was a -powerfully built woman, and would 
have heen -more than a match. for any 
Chinese Loy unarmed. The. knife with 
which the cuts ace supposed tu hace heen 
inflicted is said to have been found under 
deceased's bed, Part of-her elothes were 
wet with kerosine oil.

‘The Medicul Missionary Society’a Dis- 
pensary at Se Ui has been kept open dur- 
ing the year, and Tura happy to state that 
the opposition to our work, which was se 
decided last year, has tu a great extent been 
ovcreotue, and the number of patients sev- 
king relief lag lorgely increased, being 
about Uhree fuld what it was in 1892, Dur- 
ing the latter’ part’ pf the year uvt a few 
hostile placards have Leen posted and same 
threats. have been mule on accou.t of the 
hostility ‘tu, evory thingforzign excited by 
the truubles im’ Canton and Annam. But 
notwithstanding this opposition our assis: 
tants have been able to bold their ground 
and the Dispensary has not been molested. 
The influence of thu Dispunsary iy becom: 
ing more extended and many of the more- 
recett patients especially have come from: 
the upper watera of the 8% Ui river-in 
Kwan Stand the adjoining parts of Kwang 
Tong. : 

We have been under some disadvantage 
through vur being able to obtain only o 
small place for the Dispensary, but we 
have hope that after things have beeome 
more quiet we will be enabled tu procure a 
nuove suitable house. ‘ 

The item of ropairs has beon increased 
‘on accowat of the yool of the houso having 
been damaged by a typhoon last summer. 

Mr. Cheung On has continued in charge 
of tho Dispensary during tho year aud has 
given satisfaction. 


REPOUT OF TUE DISPENSAILY AT LIEN-CHOW, 
By Ree, F.C. Tennent, MD, 

The Socicty having given substantial aid 
to the Dispensary carried on for the past 
year at Lion Chow, a few words as to that 
field may be proper. Lien Ghow ia city of 
some 30,000 inhabitants, with many thon- 
sends more in the valleys about, and with- 
in easy reach of four or five quite large 
towns, The. people are generally friendly, 
but the officials are opposed to foreigners 
remaining thero, and efforts at obtaining a 
suitable building for in-patients have as yet 
been unsuccessful. . 

The Dispensary has béen open daily in 
the chapel, and-2,676 putienty areon reeard 
as having ben prescribed for and supplied 
with medicine. Many unrecorded cases 
have no doubt receiyed attention, especi- 
ally. at first, before curiesity was satisficd 
and mauy were constantly coming and: go- 
ing. With no place for in-patients, ex- 
cept as we were able to freat several in 
their houses, important “operations were 
necessarily limited. ‘ Misur included, some 
127 operatives wore performed for necrosis, 
entropium, cataract, abscesses, ulcera, teath 
extractions, ete, °
